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HEFUBLICAKS  AND  DEMOCRATS  ADOPT  PLATTORMB 

On  Juna  26,  tha  Hepablioane,  and  on  July  20,  the  Damocrata,  adopted  thalr  platforms  fbr 
the  coming  Prealdantlal  canpaign.  Neither  tha  Repabllcan  nor  Democratic  platforms  con¬ 
tained  any  statement  regarding  the  abolition  of  peace  time  military  conscription,  nor  a 
statement  of  peace  alms  now  (ae  nrged  by  Dorothy  Detzer  of  the  Womeris  International  Laagoe 
for  Peace  and  Freedom  and  Frederick  J  Llbhy  of  the  National  Connell  for  Prevention  of  Waz^ 
nor  a  greater  asylum  for  the  victims  of  war,  nor  for  the  extension  of  the  quota  system  and 
naturalization  of  Orientals  beside  the  Chinese.  The  party  platforms  may  be  amplified  and 
clarified  (or  mystified)  by  speachee  of  the  Presidential  candidates,  Mr.  Roosevelt  and  Mr. 
Dewey. 

Baymond  Wilson  appeared  before  the  platform  comnlttee  of  the  Democratic  Convention  In  be¬ 
half  of  the  Friends  Committee  on  National  Legislation  asking  for  (l)  provisions  for  feed¬ 
ing  occupied  Europe  now,  (2)  support  of  the  general  principles  of  world  organization  as 
presented  by  the  National  Peace  Conference  (stressing,  however,  the  need  for  peaoefdl 
change.  Justice  and  peaceful  settlement  of  disputes  rather  than  reliance  upon  military 
force  for  the  maintenance  of  peace)  and  (3)  urging  that  the  United  States  seek  an  Interna¬ 
tional  convention  for  the  abolition  of  military  conscription  and  asking  that  there  be  no 
peacetime  universal  military  training  in  the  United  States  ' —  the  only  speaker  fftio  urged 
the  elimination  of  peacetime  conscription. 

One  of  the  outstanding  examples  of  platform  dexterity  was  the  Republican  plaxdt  on  foreign 
trade  and  tariff  policy.  The  Republicans  declared  "We  assure  American  farmers,  livestock 
producers,  workers  and  industry  that  we  will  establish  and  maintain  a  fair  protective 
tariff  on  competitive  products  so  that  the  standards  of  living  of  our  people  shall  not  be 
impaired  through  the  Importation  of  commodities  produced  abroad  by  labor  or  producers 
functioning  upon  lower  standards  than  our  own.  ,  If  the  post-war  world  Is  to  be  properly 
organized,  a  great  extension  of  world  trade  will  be  necessary  to  repair  the  wastes  of  war 
and  build  an  enduring  peace.  The  RepuT^llcan  party,  always  remembering  that  the  primary 
obligation,  zhlch  must  be  fulfilled.  Is  to  our  own  workers,  our  own  farmers  and  our  own 
industry,  pledges  that  it  will  Join  with  others  In  leadership  In  every  co-operative  effort 
to  remove  unnecessary  and  destructive  barriers  to  international  trade.  Is  will  always 
bear  In  mind  that  the  domestic  market  Is  America's  greatest  market  and  that  tariffs  which 
protect  It  against  foreign  competition  ^ould  be  modified  only  by  reciprocal  bllatexal 
trade  agreements  approved  by  Congress."  If  tariffs  are  to  be  returned  to  log-rolling  again 
in  Congress,  and  if  agreements  are  only  to  be  bi-lateral,  then  the  modest  gains  will  be 
wiped  out  which  have  been  made  toward  a  rational  tariff  policy  under  the  reciprocal  trade 
agreement  program  Initiated  by  Cordell  Bill  —  a  program  which  has  had  practically  the 
unanimous  support  of  the  peace  organizations  during  the  past  ten  years.

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THE  SEVEHTT-SiaBTE  CONGEBSS  TO  DATE 

The  78th  Congress  In  18  months  has  killed  the  Hstional  Youth  Administration,  the  Uatioxml 
Besouroes  Planning  Board  and  the  Homs  Owners'  Loan  Corporation.  Southern  conservativsi 
did  their  beet  to  inter  the  President's  Pair  ItarolOTment  Practice  Committee,  but  this  wm 
continued  for  one  year  with  an  appropriation  of  8500,000.  It  stripped  rural  resettlement 
and  crop  insurance  from  the  Harm  Security  Administration,  repealed  the  President's  $35,000 
salary-limitation  order,  exoasoulated  grade  labeling,  continued  the  Dies  Conmittee,  passed 
bills  of  attainder  against  Goodwin  Watson,  William  E.  Dodd,  and  Robert  Idorss  Lovett;  pre¬ 
vented  the  uee  of  conscientious  objectors  in  medical  and  relief  service  abroad.  T^  Son- 
ate  refused  to  pass  the  anti-poll  tax  bill  after  the  Hoxise  had  favored  it  366  to  110. 

This  Congress  repealed  the  Chinese  exclusion  acts,  passed  the  Pul  bright  and  Connal]y  res¬ 
olutions  on  world  organization,  the  Judd  resolution  on  stricter  opium  control,  continued 
Lend-Lease  for  another  year,  appropriated  $460,000,000  for  the  United  Nations  Belief  and 
Behabilitat ion  Administration  with  another  $350,000,000  available  from  Lend-Lease;  passed 
a  slnqplified  tax  bill,  a  G.  I.  rights  bill,  a  modified  soldiers  vote  bill,  passed  by  unan¬ 
imous  consent  in  both  Houses  a  resolution  asking  for  feeding  occupied  Europe  now,  but 
which  has  not  been  acted  upon  favorably  by  the  Britldi  govemoient ;  deferred  formal  action 
on  peacetime  military  training. 

This  Congress  has  not  authorized  a  permaxmnt  Pair  Ifaqployment  Practice  Commission;  nor 
taken  up  the  matter  of  quotas  and  naturalization  for  other  Orientals;  made  adequate  plans 
neither  for  demobilization  nor  reconversion;  nor  extended  social  security  nor  provisions 
for  unemployment  except  for  veterans;  has  not  approved  congpensatlon  for  injuries,  depen¬ 
dency  allowances,  nor  pay  for  conscientious  objectors;  has  not  provided  real  asylum  in  tbs 
United  States  for  victims  of  war  and  racial  and  religious  persecution;  has  not  provided 
for  the  return  to  their  fozmer  homes,  nor  conipensation  to,  evacuated  Japstnese-lmer loans; 
has  not  repealed  the  two- thirds  rule  for  treaty  ratification  in  the  Senate;  and  has  not 
revised  the  archaic  procedures  under  which  Congress  functions. 

BEYISION  OP  CONGBESSIONAL  PBOCEDUBE 

Senator  Prancis  Maloney  of  Connecticut  Introduced  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  33  (compsuv 
ion  measure  in  the  House  by  Representative  A.  S.  Mike  Mbnroney  of  Oklahoma)  which  was 
reported  out  by  the  Senate  Rules  Committee  June  33rd.  This  bill  would  set  up  a  Joint 
bi-partisan  conmittee  to  nake  a  full  and  complete  study  of  the  organisation  of  Congress 
and  recommend  improvements. 

Congressman  Estes  Eefauver  of  Tennessee  introduced  H.Res.337  on  October  19,  1943,  which 
is  still  in  the  House  Buies  Committee.  This  would  provide  a  fortnightly  question  period 
for  members  of  the  Cabinet  before  the  House  of  Representatives. 

CHURCH  BODIES  OPPOSE  PASSAGE  OP  PEACE  TIME  CONSCRIPTION  NOW 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A.  in  May,  1944  adopted  the 
following  resolution;  "We  would  record  our  conviction  that  no  decision  should  be  made  du¬ 
ring  the  war  which  commits  our  nation  to  a  postwar  policy  of  peacetime  military  conscrip¬ 
tion."  Ihe  National  Board  of  the  United  Council  of  Church  Women  in  June  said,  "Believing 
peace-time  conscription  to  be  opposed  in  principle  both  to  the  democratic  way  of  life  and 
the  Christian  belief  in  the  worth  and  integrity  of  the  individual,  and,  believing  that  all 
young  people  should  have  an  adequate  opportunity  to  complete  their  education,  we  urge  that 
Congress  take  no  action  looking  towards  the  peace-time  conscription  of  youth".  Similar 
action  was  taksn  by  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Methodist  General  Conference 
meeting  in  1^.
